Folk, Judge Spen- 
cer declared that only two miles could 
be considered main track and that other 
tracks should be considered sidetracks 
and switches. | 

Gov. Folk said the sidetracks of the 

‘Terminal could not be considered side- 
tracks: such as the switchtracks in 
small towns. 
+ Judge Spencer declared the Terminal’s

Attorney-General Hadley asked why 
the Terminal contended $38,700,000 to be

Judge Spencer said the actual value 
of the Terminal property is today about 
$6,000,000. He declared the $25,000,000 cost |

SAYS THE TERM] TERMINAL 
BOARD WITHHELD FACTS 


The conduct of the Municipal Bridge 
and Terminal Commission, whose exist- 
ence has been a troubled one in spite 
of the fact that all its meetings are 
held behind closed doors, was the sub- 
ject of a warm and almost bitter de- 
bate in the City Council Friday even- 
ing. 

Mr. Cramer, in a resolution and later 
from his seat on the floor of the Coun- 
cil chamber, accused the commission of 
making no effort to ascertain exactly 
what the bridge arbitrary amounted to 
in special charges.

That the happiness 
which they brought to others did not 
come to the wedded lawyers appeared 
after the suicide of Jobson. Before 
swallowing morphine at Hotel Rozier 
he wrote a note saying that his act: was 
due to ‘financial and matrimonial trou- 
bles.”’ 

Both Jobson and his wife were mem- 
bers of leading families in Macon Coun- 
ty. In the Circuit Court room, at Ma- 
con, a few years age, the incident oc- 
curred which linked their lives. They 
have recently lived in Oklahoma City, 
and it was from there that Jobson 
came to St. Louis before ending his life 
Friday. 

Jobson was the son of Thomas Job- 
son, who built the Macon opera house 
and who has been connected with im- 
portant enterprises there. His widow 
is the daughter of Judge Charles P. 
Hess of Macon. 

When “Damon and Pythias’ was pro- 
duced at Macon, Jobson was cast as 
Pythias, and Miss Hess enacted the 
role of Calanthe.~Iit was then that the 
acquaintance began which culminated 
in the courtroom incident. 

Qne day Miss Hess went to visit her 
sister at. Danville, Ith, and..Jebson 
boarded the next train for Danville. 
They were married there. 

They reiurned to Macon and he prac- 
ticed with fair success until five years 
ago, he removed to Oklahoma City. Job- 
son became connected with a prominent 
law firm and his wife wrote for a daily 
newspaper. He was for a time Assistant 
County Attorney. 

Not a hint of unpleasant home rela- 
tions reached any of their friends or 
acquaintances. They apparently were 
very happy, though now it is said that 
once Mrs. Jobson consulted a lawyer 
regarding a divorce, and that when her 
husband learned of it he talked of kill- 
ing himself. 

A letter written by Mrs. Jobson to a 
relative reached Macon Friday. Sh 
said her husband had gone, she knew 
not where, and she was discouraged. 

Jobson left a note addressed to the 
Coroner in which he said: 

‘Have just swallowed 22 grains 
morphine. Financial and 
troubles the cause. No inquest should 
be necessary, It’s simply a plain case 
of suicide. A telegram to Thomas Job- 
son of Macon, Mo., will bring informa- 
tion as to disposition of the remains.

Another letter was suspended from a 
chandelier by a string and was ad- 
dressed to C. Porter Johnson, 418 Bank 
of Commerce Building. Mr.,Johnson has 
jan office in the Chemical Building, but 
is out of the city.

An additional note was addressed to 

Mrs. Thomas Jobson of Macon. 
“The Coroner took the two letters and 
telegraphed to Thomas Jobson, as re- 
quested to do by the suicide. He an- 
nounced that an inquest would be held 
Saturday, regardless of the request in 
the note. 

Albert Jobson, a brother, is in St. 
Louls and will take the body to Macon 
Saturday evening. 

Announcement has been made that the 
Macon bar would meet Saturday after- 
noon to adopt resolutions. The funeral, 
it is expected, will take place there Sun- 
day.

At 9 o’clock 
last night she was called to the door by 
an unidentified person, who, without a 
word, struck her a fatal blow on the 
head with a gaspipe. The murderer 
then disappeared, but- left the gaspipe. 

That jealousy or revenge may ave 
been the mutive which prompted the as- 
Sault was suggested by the discovery 
that a contractor named Clinchy died in 
Mrs. Kinnan's home while calling on her 
two weeks ago, and also that Mrs. Kin- 
nan had employed a lawyer to bring 
suit for divorce from her husband, from 
whom she separated eight years ago. 
The police today were trying to find a 
man who is said to have been a fre- 
quent caller on Mrs. Kinnan. 

It was said today that Clinchy had 
been a visitor at Mrs. Kinnan’s home 


for five years, against the wishes of his 
family. 

The mystery is deepened by the fact 
that the whereabouts of Mrs. Kinnan’s 
husband is unknown. After trying in 
vain for two years to find him, and aft- 
er bringing suit against him, Mrs. Kin- 
nan believed him to be dead until] three 
wecks ago, when he was reported to be 
in Brooklyn. The search for him was 
renewed by Mrs. Kinnan’s lawyer, but 
without result. 

The police took up the search for him 
today in the hope that he could give 
them a clew.

MCABE'S REPORT 








BLOW TO PACKERS 


Roosevelt Gives Congress Sec- 
ond Document Exposing 
Beef Trust Evils, 





PROBE TO BE CONTINUED 





President Expected to Investi- 
gate Federal Bureau of 
Animal Industry. 


By Wire From the Washington Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, June 9.President 
Roosevelt ‘took his second Swing at the 
packers yesterday by sending what is 
known as the McCabe meat report to 
the House Committee on Agriculture. 
It was not as severe a clubbing as the 
beef barons received by the publication 
of tMe Neill report, but substantiated 
generally the President’s contention that 
conditions in the Chicago slaughter 
houses are revolting. 

Like the Neill report, the McCabe re- 
port cannot be published in full. \The 
unprintable sections tend to show that 
the packers pay little attention to the 
ordinary decencies of life, and that, as 
a result, their products are frightfully 
contaminated. : 

The report is the result of a thorough 
investigation made by John R. Mohler, 


special inspectors from the Bureau of 
Animal Industry. In his letter trans- 
mitting their findings to Congress the 
President states that it does not close 
the packing house investigation. There 
is more to come, and it is probable that 
Roosevelt, within a short time, will 
have something to say about the con- 
duct of the Bureau of Animal Industry. 
It would appear that someone is blind, 
and the President is expected to ascer- 
tain who it is. 
The report says, in part: 


Some Good, Some Bad. 


“The sanitary conditions in some of 
the abattoirs is good; in some it is 
fair and others bad. 

“The floors in some of the lower 
places were an inch deep in brine. Salt 
pork was in piles on the floor without 


racks, except an order for the War De- 
partment, which was on racks and 
cleared the floor by 6 inches. 


“The beef house was next inspected 


from a sanitary standpoint. The coolers 
were in condition. The retaining 
room was almost filled with meat, part 
condemned by Federal inspectors and 
the other part by city inspectors. The 
gutroom had good natural light, but 
windows were dirty; the room had a 
good brick floor. The triperoom was in 
a filthy condition and full of steam. 
The fat and bone room has little natu- 
Pro ana otherwise it was in good con- 
Lion. 


The smokeroom conditions were said 
to be very good; also the dressing room 
of the beef-killing gang. The toilet 
roow is located in a corner of the kill- 
ing beds.

After the separation two years ago, 
Szelig took Olive with him to San Fran- 
cisco, They lived there at 933 Mission 
street, and Szelig earned good pay as a 
tailor.

Home Left in Ruins. 

The Mission street home was burned 
in the San Francisco fire, and @elig 
returned to St. Louis, but did not re- 
join his wife. He took a room in the 
Olive street house Wednesday, and Olive 
and Clara lived with their mother. But 
Szelig rarely spoke to his wife. 

The demand for money was made Fri- 
day afternoon. Szelig was out of work, 
and he imagined his wife had an abund- 
ance. After her refusal to give him 
anything, he went to his room and 
wrote a long letter. To Olive, who came 
and stood at his knee as he wrote, he 
said, ‘‘This is for you when I am dead. 
The little girl went away wondering, 
but did not mention the remark to her 
mother. 

“Here is my life to the world, from 
my babyhood to my miserable end, 
Szelig wrote, and set down a detailed 
account of his career. 

Szelig’s body had fallen so as to 
blockade the door. The policemen 
pushed it back as they entered the 
room. The children. still cowered on 
the floor, their hands covering their 
faces, apparently too terrified to

In my last article I said something about the conditions under 
which the men work; I will now tell something about how the wom-

where else as it is in Packingtown. 

The language of the workingmen as they told me about what 
happens there could not be printed.

met one man whose daughter had secured employment in Packing- 
town no less than six times in a single year, only to leave her job 
within a few weeks because she refused to accept the convention 
that she was at the disposal of her foreman.

Such incidents as these are sufficient- 
ly revolting, and yet I speak but the 
literal truth when.I say that I know 
of worse things—that worse things are 
the every-day traditions of the packing 
houses, about which anyone will tell 
you if you ask. I did not put into ‘‘The 
Jungle’ one-tenth of what I know about 
the oppression and abuse of women. 

I keep getting letters from people who 
express their horror at this or that in- 
cident in ‘“‘The Jungle,”’ and to ask me 
if it could possibly be true. For in- 
stance, I gave in detail a picture of a 
Packingtown female doctor, of her igno- 
rance and of the horrible sufferings 
which result from her practices. Some 
people thought that I exceeded the pos- 
sibilities in this case. Yet, in a single 
mile of a Packingtown avenue—that on 
Ashland between Forty-seventh and Fif- 
ty-fifth streets—I counted over forty 
physicians, and [ talked with one of 
these, a Polish gentleman, who gave 
me some of the facts which I have used. 
He said to me: 

“TI have been practicing in this neigh- 
borhood for 18 years, and during that 
time hardly a week has passed that I 
have not been called in two or three 
cases where women have been man- 
gied by midwives. It is one of the in- 
numerable scandals of our city that the 
most ignorant creatures are able to get 
certificates.”’ 

Graft Carntval in Chicago, 

I did not make a particular nate of 
what he told me about the ,require- 
ments for a woman doctor's certificate, 
if there are any, but it would make no 
difference what they were—the law 
would not be enforced. My general -at- 
titude toward this part of the Beef 
- Trust problem is one of indifference to- 
ward all proposed legislative reforms, 
because I know that there is no law 
or ordinance that is enforced in Chi- 
cago if there is graft to be made by its 
on-enforcement. The packers steal the 
city water by the hundreds of millions 
of gallons, and they are not punished, 
and from them down to the saloon keep- 
er, who pays the policeman on the cor- 
ner for the privilege of running gam- 
bling games and keeping open on Sun- 
day, there is one carnival of graft. 
There is no picturing the graft, to say 
nothing of exaggerating it. 

Among other incidents of my story 
which I had in mind when I went to 
Packingtown was the arrest of my 
hero. I wished to know about what 
happens to a man when he was arrest- 
ed, and I was fortunate in meeting at 
the outset a young physician who had 
been through the experience himself, 
and could tell me exactly what I want- 
ed. This man had lived all his life in 
the yards and had worked his way up. 
. He had been graduated from a medical 
school and was entitled to a license, 
but he did not get it because he was 
unwilling to pay the usual graft to the 
city official who was oharged with is- 
suing it. 

After waiting for several months he 
made up his mind to force the issue, 
and began practicing without a license. 
He was arrested and sent to Jail. He 
only stayed there ore night, however, 
because those in authority realized that 
he meant to fight and so they let him 
out and gave him his license to hush 
up the scandal. 

His experience during that night was 
the same as the experience of Jurgis— 
that is, he was shut up in a stone cell, 
which has a double tier of berths, the 
blankets of which were gray with filth.

League,’’ and they have prizefights and 
dogfights in defiance of the law. 
Socialistic Ideas Spreading. 


All the policemen belong to it, in spite 
of the fact that this is against the law. 
All the saloon keepers belong to it, be- 
cause they. cannot do business other- 
wise. So, on election day, Carey’s ‘‘In- 
dians’’ have free drinks to distribute to 
wavering voters. Since I left Packing- 
town the announcement has been made 
that Carey has been building himself a 
palatial home over in the Hyde Park 
section of the town. Packingtown is no 
longer good enough for him. He tried 
his best, however, to make it good 
enough. I noticed that his street was 
the only well paved street in the neigh- 
borhood, except those on which the 
packers’ wagons have to pass to get to 
the city. It is one of the few streets 
whith has any lights, and, needless to 
say, it has sewers; there were no cess- 
pools underneath Tom Carey's house. 


I know that this is black picture, a pic- 
ture (hat makes any true American sick 
to look at. It is bad enough that these 
hundreds of thousands of wretches 
should be dependent upon the Beef 
Trust for their daily bread, but that 
the packers should use the profits wrung 
from their toil to overthrow the polit- 
ical institutions of the country and es- 
tablish a despotism of graft, is worse 
vet. However, I am giad to say that I 
do not have to leave the picture without 
some ray of sunlight. The people of 
Packingtowrf are beginning to find a way 
out of their misery. 

I did not get a chance to have a talk 
with Carey, for he had gone to Florida 
for his health when I was there, but I 
talked with a man who had been dis- 
cussing the situation with him only a 
few days before Carey had sald he was 
“up against it,” as he explained. He 
could not understand it—the town had 
gone chazy. They had got a new, wild 
and impossible idea into their noodles— 
they no longer came to the polls to vote 
for his Democratic bartenders and prize- 
fighters, and neither would they vote 
for the puppets which the fake Repub- 
lican machine put up and elected with 
Tom Carey's money.

Bill Introduced in Council— 
Plans Provide for 
Pools, Too. 


The Public Bath Commission wants 


$40,000 mere. This modest request fol- 
lows close on the heels of the dissatis- 
faction expressed by Delegate Gazzolo, 
the father of the bathhouse idea, who 
said that the first plans of the commis- 
sion, which provided for a bathhouse 
with showers and tubs, were not along 
the lines of his idea at all.

In Packingtown, especially, the 
Socialists are as busy as bees; there is 
a vigorous English movement among 
nearly all the foreign-speaking popula- 
tion; there is an English paper and a 
couple of foreign papers. 

I have seen 20,000 copies of the Appeal 
to Reason loaded on a truck and taken 
to a Httle cigar store in Packingtown 
and distributed by workingmen in the 
evening. Of course the packers are 
fighting the movement, as they are 
fighting every other effort that their 
wage-slaves make to better their con- 
ditions. I know half a dozen men who 
have been blacklisted for talking too 
much class struggle, and I know many 
others who have been told to shut up or 
get out but the experience of every 
civilized nation proves that very little 
harm can be done to the Socialist move- 
ment by that means.

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SMASH THE BRIDGE COMBINE. 

It is not worth while to enter into a serious dis- 
cussion with defenders of the bridge combine who 
argue that a great thoroughfare for pedestrians, 
vehicles, trolleys and steam railroad trains across 
the Mississippi will be valueless, or that the city 
will be unable to utilize a railroad bridge on ac- 
count of the opposition of railroads which insist 
upon maintaining a monopoly, or that a municipal 
bridge would be a free gift to the bridge monopoly, 
which would take possession of it and still put up 
and keep up the bridge tolls. 

These. are the arguments of ignorance and help- 
lessness. When the bridge is authorized it will at 
once become a factor in the bridge situation. When 
it is built it will be a permanent regulator of rates, 
as every navigable river, even when not systematical- 
ly used, is a rate regulator. But the bridge will be 
used and under the laws any railroad using it can 
get in and out of St. Louis on the same terms upon 
which combine railroads use terminal tracks and fa- 
cilities. The city can enter into an arrangement 
with any railroad to use the bridge for reasonable 
maintenance charges on condition that no bridge 
tolls be collected. The city can permit any trolley 
line to use the bridge on similar conditions. The 
roadway can be made as free as any municipal thor- 
oughfare. 

The argument that the bridge tolls will eventual- 
ly be abolished anyhow and that the St. Louis peo- 
ple should wait for their gradual elimination is an 
argument of servile submission and indefinite de- 
lay. The history of the bridge and terminal com- 
bine summarized in a recent Post-Dispatch editorial, 
shows that the monopoly which has oppressed St. 
Louis for a quarter of a century yields only to the 
necessity of competition or the fear of destruction. 
It has conceded when it had to concede and has 
taken back its concessions and given free rein to 
greed when it had the power to do so. 

What the municipal commission has accomplished 
has come through agitation, the fear of prosecution 
and of competition. The commission, starting with 
the Mayor’s statement that the bridge arbitrary 
was necessary to the maintenance of the bridge and 
terminals, finally admitted the injustice of the bridge 
toll, but has obtained only a halfway concession. 
It offers nothing but continual supplication. 

The policy of helpless supplication is worn out. 
We must fight for our rights and interests. We 
tried competition through the equipping of a private 
company, which, having proved what competition 
could do, sold out to the monopoly. Let us fight 
with a free bridge, owned and controlled by St. 
Louis. It will be the best investment that St. Louis 
could make. 

Vote for all the propositions, but by all means 
vote for the free bridge as a decisive blow at the 
bridge monopoly. Smash the combine.

A street car accident which fractured 
J. B. Thompson's collar bone has par- 
tially restored to him the nearing which 
he lost entirely in a fever contracted 
in the Spanish-American war. After 


being unable for eight years to hear any 
sound milder than a cannon shot, he 
hears with his right ear, and is encour- 
aged by City Hospital physicians to ex- 
pect that he will recover the use of his 
left ear. 

Thompson lives at 4153 Page boule- 
vard. After returning from Chicamauga 
with the First Missouri Regiment in 
1898, he was taken sick. He was treated 
at the Soldiers’ Home, and recovered. 
Then he found that his hearing was 
gone. 

Thompson was a telegraph operater, 
and later a locomotive fireman, but 
since his deafness has been forced to 
do other work. Thursday he was on 
the way to Kirkwood to some garden- 
ing. As he attempted to board a car, 
the corner of the car hit him in the 
shoulder. He got on and went to work. 
Friday he felt a numbness. Investiga- 
tion at the City Hospital showed that 
the collar bone was broken. 

While the investigation was going on, 
-Thompson discoverd that he could hear. 
In talking to the physician he heard 
himself talk, and when the doctor talked 
loudly to him, he caught most of the 
words, and wept as he found himself 
able to distinguish whole questions. 

‘T would gladly have more bones 
broken,”’ he said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Saturday, “if my hearing would 
be fully restored. I am told I will re- 
cover ,the hearing of the right ear. I 
am so\giad. I shall return to my work 
as locémotive fireman.” ,

Baker has been wired by Supt. .Fin- 
ney from Sedalia, and it is very prob-

DEAF MAN HEARS} 


CHILD IS BORN 


OUTSIDE CLOSED 
“HOSPITAL GAT 


Turned Away by Doorkeeper, 
Woman Faints and Is 
Taken Into House. 





DIDN'T HAVE A PERMIT 


Was Told She Must See Dispen- 
sary Official Before 
Admission, 


Turned away from the City Hospital, 
whither she had gone in her extrem- 
ity, Mrs. Alice Lawton was taken sud- 
denly ill on the street, and a child was 
born in the physician’s office to which 
she was taken from the street. 

She had gone to the hospital accom- 
panied by her cousin, Roxy Franklin 
of 1421 South Second street, whdm she 
was visiting, and another woman. At 
the hospital the front doorkeeper, E. W. 
Balley, after questioning her, told her 
she would have to go to the City Dis- 


pensary and get a permit before she 
could be received. 


The women then turned from the hos- 
pital door and started to walk to the 
City Dispensary, many, blocks distant. 
When in front of 1530 South Eleventh 
Street Mrs. Lawton was unable to go 
farther and was taken by her compan- 
ions into the office of Dr. Weinberg. 

Within a few minutes a baby boy was 
born. Dr. Weinberg then summoned 
Policeman. Kerher of the Third Dis- 
trict and had the young.mother and 
her child taken to the City Hospital. 
There they were received, just one hour 
and ten minutes after Mrs. Lawton had 
first been turned away by Bailey. 


To a Post-Dispatch reporter the moth- 
er said Saturday that she had come to 
St. Louis about a week ago from Bevier, 
Mo.. where she had been deserted by 
her husband. She came direct to her 
cousin’s house, and it was thence that 
they hurried to the hospital] gate.
